The 01(1 ¥ear aud the New. 

Standing, bb we are onoo inoro pri- 
vileged to do, upon tbo Bommit of time 
which divides tho old year and ilionow, 
the piiBb and the future, it is natural, 
as it is customary, that we should take 
a roirospcoiivo glunce at tho post and 
peep, as far »8 human presoienco may, 
into ih? futuro. Tho yoar whoao Hands 
have jaat run out, lilie most of its pro- 
deoesgors, has held a mixed cup. To 
gome it has baen kind ; to others oruol, 
lu history it must naarlc % most event- 
ful — ftUnI ljilqody-pag«. It found Prance 
tho first aod ,prqnd«||Ii of natioaa, 
Itl leaveB her proatrate and bleeding 
beneath tho heol of an aQoiont enemy, 
lb found Napoleon III confident in his 
power not only to < ralo France but to 
.lead ber armies oin to Tiotory. It 
leaves him a moping, heartbroken pri- 
Boner in the very c<)aatry^ he thought 
to 00 iiquer. ' Tha prond' Napoleon 
hombly craved perfflj^Blon to lay down 
hia uiimedsivbrd at the'faefc of King 
WiMiiBiof Hohenzollern, .becaiiBo he 
lacked the courage to seek a BoIdi. i»H 
dotiih at tlie hea'i of his army. It foiii\'i 
ParlB still tho beat of leltern, the Cditro 
of fashion and tho theatre of luxu- 
rioud guioly. It lottves it enduring 
the laet terrible agonie« which follow a 
protracted siege and precede capitula. 
tion. Three short yours ago and Paris 
(T&s ibe hnsy mart of iho civiliEed 
world, llor «treets and pulaces fvvvo 
thronged with royalty aud nobility, 
representing nearly etery niUion.' 
King William was ihon the guest (.f 
Napoloor.. Now Napoleon is the pri- 
soner of William who Btnnda at the 
head of his victorious legions before tho 
wails of Paris, — King of Prossia and 
Emperor of Germany, and— shall it bd 
wiiten ? — Conqueror of France. It 
foand Pope P'o Nouo, tho last re- 
presentative of a dynasty of a thousand 
years^ temporal ruler of the PoDtifloal 
States as woli as head of tho great 
Catholic Church. It l^'a-- os hira in thy 
enjoymeni of hpiritmil fuiioiioiis only, 
Tho eccplro of lemporjl auihoriiy has 
boon rudely knocked from his oagor 
grasp and iho last, great , representative 
of the oldest dynasty Has" become the 
unwilling subject of Victor Emannol. 
Thus the inexorable current of events has 
accomplished for^ Italy that uuiCca- 
tion which Garibaldi failed to attain with 
the swcird. What a dizzy wliirl ol 
events r-Towdod into a single year, And 
yet, gratitude must be the dominant 
leelingoltbe British heart— thanklul- 
nosB that, nmidat all this commotion, 
this whirl of revolution and bloody 
strife, Briianuia still maintains a peace, 
fol and dignified neutrality. There was 
a time in the past year whoa she ap- 
peartid to be iu immineni danger of 
being drawn into the fatal vortex of 
tfie'seething maeletrom which threaten- 
sd to ongult the first nations of Europe. 
That dauger would seem happily to 
Lave pasted, aud tliero is now a reasonable 
p'Ospoot tbiit our owQ nation may pasn 
BDSoathed through the terrible tempest. 
And where is Spain all this time? It 
was her annonncement of the Hohen- 
ziollern candidature that served to ignite 
the powder mafjiizine on tho banks of 
the llbiiie. Hor position during the 
terrible strug^^lo ivbich she unwittingly 
precipitated prcKcnta a curious stuJy, 
Mounwhilo Italy has given.hera king. 
But ihoro great, oversha'do'wihg events 
by which ilio last year must be chiefly 
distiriguishud in history stand not alouo. 
There aie others which, although dimin- 
utive by thoir side, aro not to be alto- 
gether overlooked The Greek massacre; 
ttio Ciiineso massacre j' (h« terrible 
marine disasters, in which our own 
natioD has shared so largely, all contri 
bote their quota towards making up the 
dark and bloody page of history written 
by tho linger of Eiglitoon Hundred and 
Seventy. But, the picture lias a bright 
side, as well as a dark; and to that lui us 
turn for a moment. Not only uoes yriiti- 
tnde become ovory British heart, on ao- 
COant of the oonlinuod immuuity from 
irar and n tional disaster of any 
kind eujoyed y Groat Britain, but bo- 
CBUHC ot pO'iiiVO, as well ub mero uuga- 
tive good, Qiuuiu Victoria^ — God bliiw 
her— Hlili lives to reign over a happy 
and prosperouB people — still reigns in 
■ the aflfeotions of her loyal and loving 
subjeotB. Death liua not been permitt- 
ed to enter the U.iyul family circle, imd 
that uiioient barrier which has so lung 
hedged not only our Kings and Quoohh 
bat thdr children all, somotimos o - 
caiioniognot the most advantageoos or 
happy matrimdniBl alliances, and involv- 
ing the nation in complications with 
crumbling dynasties, has, happily, been 
broken down, and the Princess Louico 
is about to boKlow her hand and heart 
•jpon the Marquis of Lome. Ireland 
is raoro peaceful. The Fenian.pest has 
disappourod before ' the ' ocdlesiastioal 
reforms of 1 869 and the agrarian re« 
forms of 1870, The Colonial lilmpire, 
too, upon which tho sun never sets, enj >y8 
peace tmd prosperity ; the relationship 
bttwees the parent and lUe Colonial li^inpireB 
I Imus bceone Dettcr uoderaiocd, if it bis oot 
been imptovcd; the gte>t procaii of oooiel- 
idatlon goes steadily 00, and a few yaarit 
mora will flod Uceat Brilaio a family ot 
nations.
